Will Probably Be Weather
Bound Because of Long
Passage Down the River

¥rom Portland,

The government transport Dix ar-
rived down the river yesterdaye She
left Portland at 10 a. an. the day pre-
viously and reached Astoria at 4 yes-

terday afternoon, having made the trip
in the exceptionally good time of 30
mours. Pilot Patterson, the gold medal
Portland navigator, was In charge of
the ship, and “worked the tides” so
suocessfully thae the Dix never once
hit bo‘tcm. She proceeded on to the
lower havbor.
The cuse of the Dix affords a strik-
. ing instance of the delay oceasionad
pbecanse of the inland trip made by
ships. Had the tramsport arrived
down he river yesterday morning or
some time during the previous night,
ghe could have Teft the Columbia yes-
terday, when the bar was smooth. Her
trip down the river delayed her so long
that she did not get down in time to
take advantage of the favorable weath-
er conditions yesterday, and the indi-
cations last night were that the weath-
er would be bad for a spell. If this
proves to be the case the Dix will be
weather bound for some days, and the
delay will be atiributed by the Ore-
gonian to the poor depth at the mouth
of the river, when, as a matter of fact,
it will be due purely to the great
length of time required for vessels of
large draft to make the passage down
from Portland on the top of the tides.
The Dix has on board a quantity of
oats. She goes from Astoria to San
Francisco, there to take on 450 head of
mm‘ The cargo is for the govern-
ment and goes 1o Manila

i THE DEPTH ON THE BAR.
_Engincers Say Local Pilots Rocently
Experienced Pipe Dream.

The Columbia river bar is only 20‘

to 2% feet deep at low water. This
gomewhat Startling announcement ia
Yust made in the Oregonlan, the article
evidently belng the substance of an In-
terview with some gentleman gonnect-
¢d with the engineer department. In
it the department official says the bar
pllots have had a recent pipe dream.
The article, which will prove of espe-
¢lnl interest at this time, is reproduced
herewith:
, “Government engineers find no Im-
provement in the bar channel at the
mouth of the Columbla river. Bar
pllots were entirely mistaken In alleg-
ing that the channel had deepened two
or three feet and that the dredge Chi-
nook had already demonstrated her ef-
fectiveness.

“Laat June the engineers made their
annual survey and found the minfmum
depth at low tidas to be between 20,and
22 fest. The announcement of the
pilots sounded 1o Uncle Sam's men like
a plpe dream; still, they set about to
ascertain whether it were true,

“The Chinook has done little or noth-
ing for the bar as yet, and probably
cannot get to work before the latter
part of April, owing to the severity of
the weather until that time. Major
Langfitt hopes to put the dredge to
good service this summer. Although
the Chinook needs new bollers, the old
can be made to last for this season.
‘What the dredge can accomplish is still
o matier of speculation. At most its
benefits can be only temporary. The
jelty, however, will bring permanent
results and upon the Jetty most ship-
ping men place their rellance.

“Unfortunately there is not enough
money avallable to extend the jetty ac-
vording to plans. The money on hand
will add less than one mile to the jetty,
whereas the extenslon planned
would be two and a half miles. Last
year the old jetty was lengthened only
abhout 600 feet. Should congrees fall
te appropriate money for the Jetty at
thig session, next years work wlll cer-
tainly be curtalled and perhaps noth-
ing will be done at all,

“On January 1, 1904, the fund for the
Lvar amounted to some §900,000, of
that sum $100,000 will be expended this
vear for operating the dredge, and
$200,000 will be reserved for contin-
gencles. The remainder, §600,000 will
be used for extending the jetty. But
as it costs about $170 a foot to build
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the Chinook will do as much for the
bar as the fetty has done. If it doesn't,
there'll be no Improvement there. 1do
pot mean to say the jetty will not help
the bar, but I do maintain that it has
pot thus far given greater depth. It
wems to me, after past fallures, the
engineers would manifest a disposition
to give the Chinook a square deal"
